fhoald be to maice the people virtuous and 
hippy: andco this ead they fhouid becal- 
caated to m ke people induttrious. I agree 
wita Co. Seymour, this bill authorizes ia- 
juitice. Tne contradis to be affected by 
tas vill, we e made when the jaw; ftood as 
they are now ; and when there were as ma- 
ny complaints of the tcarcity of money as 
there are ac this time. People contracted 
with their eyesepen. Have, then, the le- 
g flaturea rignt, whea a man has prowited 
tilver and gold, to fay that the credicor 
fhali receive fomething elfe far inferior in 
value The debtor may live in a remcte 
part of the itate, and the creditor may as 
well lofe the debt at once, as take it in ar- 
ticles appraifed far above cheir value, and 
which are ufeieis tohim. ‘The apprehen- 
fion of fuch a law as this has done great 
mifchief; it has defroyed credit. Credit 
might fupply the place of money. Bar 
wale thofe who have money, are appre- 
heafive je& fuch a law mignt be paifed ; 
trey never will Jend. Sjuck has been faid 
of the crwelty of creditors. But creditors 
in general are not cruei; they nave waited 
vupon their credicors, aud are willng to 
wait. One of the gentlemen who firtt 
fpoke, introduced the exampie of the Jews, 
and their law of dividing eftates. To this 
{ am wer, that our laws are very provident 
in this re‘pet. They provide that a man’ 
eltste, afier his deceafe, fhall be divided 


.ameong his childrenor near relatioss: and 


this is an effecival bar to any fuch accamu- 
ja.ion of eltates, as wouid be dangerors 
to our fyfem of government. - But that 
geatieman’s argument goes to prove, that 
we thoa'd make a jaw to take away the 
etate of every wealthy man, and divide it 
anong thoie whe poffefs a fmalier thare of 
property. Again, he faysif we fhowid pals 
fuch an «& -s this, that people woo'd then 
ftand upon their honour ; and that it is ho- 
norarvie co fu alicoa:rads. If tais bo, we 
cugat not to make a law which would juft 

ity people in ating difhoacurably. Oar 
laws relative to the coilection of debts are 
mid. [+ allows thois who owe and are une 
ab.¢ to pay, to take the poor debtor's oaths 





and upon his doing this, it frees him from 
imprifonmeat. Debtors apply tothe gene~ 
ral aflembly for acts of infolvency ; and up- 
on refigaing ap their property, they are 
liberated. This bill is glaringly unjuf ia 
its principles. By the fecond cilaufe of it, 
aman who lives remote from his creditor, 
may tender him fome cumberio.xce articles, 
which he cannot receive> and then the in- 
tereit is to ftop, and th creditoris to be 
totally deprived of the ufe Of his money. It as 
{aid thatthe neighbouring ftates have made 
tendry laws, which are injurious to our citi- 
zens. Ifother ftates have done injuttice te 
us, let us retaliate upon them. But fuck 
an edict would be abfurd, impolitic, and 
attended with ruiows confequences. It is 
neceflary that mankind fhould be urged te 
fulfil their contracts. People now begin. te 
be induftrioes. To hinder them, to mzke 
a law which would take away the neceflity 
of induttry, would be the moft ruinous poii- 
cy which the legiflature coald adope. {J am 
againft the bill. 

Mr. Fenn was for the fir parzgraph, 
which made all kinds of property a tendry 
to executions. He iaid, it was hard and 
difcouveging for a poor debter who had but 
litte property, to be put to goal, and incor 
expences In that way ; or eife to have nie 
property told at @ quarter of its vaive. He 
was againit that paregraph, which provides 
that a tendry fhall ftop intereft, as being 
vnjoft, he wthed the paragraphs might be 
tried feparately. 

Col, Wadiworth. It is not neceflary for 
me to go into the fubject at large, afer ie 
rauch has been faid upon it.”

the Jews and goto the hitory ofancient an 
modern nations, we fhall find no in itance, 
where the legifiature have ventered to alter 
pail contracts. 

This bill would be fo far from being be- 
neficia! ta the people, that it would be ex- 
tremely hurtful. It witl neither free the 
people from debt, nor make them rich. 
If we would be rich, we muil encourage 
real riches; which confift inthe furplus of 
commouities which we raife or manutactare, 
over and above our own coalumptien. But 
this bill would difcourage the increaie of 
fuch commodities ; it would take away the 
neceflity of induttry, and increaie idicneis. 

Is there any neceflity for fuch alaw? The 
preamble of the bill fays, law ‘uits are ia- 
creafing. I fay, this is falle. I have 
pratt ied in meft of the counties in the {tate ; 
I know that law fuits are diminiihed ; and 
I hope they will continue to diminith. 
There have not been much more than hait 
fo many law fuits the ycar palit, as there 
were three years ago, Ali shal we want 
now is to keep fleady. Bat chis bill will 
increafe law fuits. We all know that con- 
tinental money, and the old tender act, in- 
created litigation excecdingly.

Suppofe RKhode-iil- 
and fhould make war upon the inhabitants of 
this Rite ; the majority of the people being 
ia favour of tach violent meafures, aithough 
fome virtuous individuals we:e for maintain- 
iag peace. In our making war upon the 
fate in return, the peaceable citizens, as 
well as the authors 6f vielence and bleod, 
woul! fuer. But would this be a fufficient 
objeGiion apaini sraintaining our jut rights 
by force of arms? The aé of their legifla- 
ture, authorizing their juftiecs of the peace 
to return the money which has been lodced 
with them by the citizens of other flates to 
difcharge debts due their citizens, and de- 
c that money thus lodged is net a 
facifation from others to their citizees, 
witile it i their citizens to others, is 
a cire& violation of the articles of confede- 
xn open breach of the compact ; 
an injury to ws; and we havea right to 
take meafures for our own defcece. I am 
coccerned for the honett men within tha 
fate. IL am unwilling to add to their fuf- 
fering. At the fame time, I am concerned 
for ous Own pecple, who are {uttering from 
the injuftice of the Rhode Mand legitlature.

Mr. Chauncey. I reprobate the con- 
dadt of Rhude Ifland as much as any mem- 
ber in the houfe. I. reprobate theircon- 
du&t ; becaufe it is anjuft. It allows peo- 
pic to difcharge their contracts without ful- 
filling them. It fanétifies injuitice by law. 
The isiquitous laws of Rhode-Ifland_ are 
injurious to many of our citiz:ns. Redrefs 
we ought to have. But my objection a-

I hope for a retormatien in that 
itate ;. but my hope is founded on a maxim 
of the hiflorian :: that ** there is an ulti- 
mate point of depreilion, from which human 
alfairs naturaily retarm in a contrary pro- 
grefs.’ Let us keep ourfelves clear of fuch 
injutlice ; let usdo nothing which we fholl 
repent of hereater; jet us be confiiteat 
wiih ourfelves.. 

M:j. Hart. This fate has long been 
cautious, left we fhould infriage upon the 
articles of confederation. It is time to en- 
guire, how long we hall continue this cau- 
tious line of conduct, and how far we are 
to fuffer other fates to take undue advan- 
tages of us. Taking a view of the fituati- 
on of this fta'e, we ice difficulties on every 
fide, when we attempt to raife a revenue. 
And difficulties we muit expeét co fee, when 
the laws of our fifler itates are fo calculated 
as to draw a revenue trom us. The laws 
of Riode-Ifland now under confideration 
Operate as a tax upon the peop'e of this 
ftate. Creditors from that ftate may come 
here, and, by our ftanding laws, collect 
gold and filver.. While our citizens can 
colie&t of their debtors in Rhode-Ifland ne- 
thing but paper money at fix or fevenfor 
one. ‘Fhe flate of New-York has laid an 


- impof on merchandize imported into that 


flates. The inhabitants of this fate. pur- 
chafe and confume about one third of thefe 
imports ; they pay the duty thereon, which 
goes intothe. treafury of New-York. That 
ftate has lately gune further, and laid an im- 
pot on motiof the produce of this ftate which 
we carry inte that, to pay for the goods 
which we purchafe of them.. It isa quetti- 
on whether we can long continue as a peo- 
pie while we are thus drained on every ‘ide. 
We are like a hogthead tapped at both ends. 
One ftate is draining us on the weit; and 
twe others on the ea. Perhaps it is beit 
to try the law of retaliation. If this bill 
fhowid pafs intoa law, I thouid be for hav- 
ing it continue, only while the paper money 
of Rhode-Ifland remains a tendry. 

Mr. Tracy obferved that it had ever 
been the policy of this flate to maintain 
jeftice by law : that we coght not to imi- 
tate the injnftice of cthers: he wes again 
the bill, and perceived its advocates were 
diffilent of its expediency.

Let them come to 
us, and we wiil give them the berc fie of 
an equal adminiftration of law. lpi inem 
bidan eternal adieu toacymmunity, whi b.

violate the focial compact entered into by 
the articles of confederation, The biil pat- 
fed unanimoufly. Col. Wadfworth, Mr. 
Chauncey, and Mr. Swift were appointed 
From the Hon. Upper Houle, Col. Williams 
end Mr. Treadwell—they met on Friday, 
and reported a refoive which was read, 
and the further confideration of it adjourn- 
ed to the General Affembiy in Ostober 
mext, as the Affembly was ready to adjoura 
when the report came in.
